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Preface 


Writing and Computers supplements Writing K- 12, released by 
the Department of Education in November, 1987. 

Writing K - 12 stresses the importance of developing students' 
writing skills at all stages of schooling. This is emphasised in 
three sections of Writing K - 12 : the Syllabus for Writing (K - 6), 
the Support Statements on Writing in the Secondary School and 
Writing in the Subject Areas. 

Writing is a crucial part of the learning process. Through 
encouraging students to write, teachers are at the same time 
encouraging students to become better learners and thinkers. 

The computer and related software can make a valuable 
contribution to the writing process by providing students with a 
powerful and versatile tool. 

This publication examines the contribution of computers in the 
writing process by presenting a rationale for using computers in 
writing and how computers fit into the writing process and it 
provides information and examples of how different software can 
be used to encourage students to be more efficient and effective 
learners. 

It is essential that Writing and Computers is read and used in 
conjunction with Writing K - 12. 
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
